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1 . The amendment filed 21 1 9/ 2003 was not entered because the language "target binding 
moiety" in claims 21, 27 and 30 raises new issue which require further consideration and/ or 
search. 

2. The proposed amendment filed 21 19/ 2003 has been fully considered, but the teachings of 
the prior art, Bocuslaski et ah (4,331,590) in view of Giese (Analytical Chemistry, 1983, Vol. 
2(7) page 166-168) or Breslow et al. (6,331,530) or Kameda et al (4,780,421) encompasses the 
proposed limitations. Thus, the proposed amendment can not overcome the standing rejections. 

3. In the response, Applicants' argument is irrelevant to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103 
because the instant application claims a product which is a probe comprising a plurality of 
electrophoretic probes, while the arguments are focused on how the probe is used in the method 
compared with the conjugate formed of a specific binding substance of Boguslaski et al. and the 
electrophoretic tag of Giese used in their method. It would be better to focus on the structural 
differences between the claimed probe and the the conjugate formed of a specific binding 
substance of Boguslaski et al. and the electrophoretic tag of Giese in the argument.
